DRIVING UP GASOLINE TAXES 


Phere are proposals in several Western States to 
raise the tax on gasoline from one to three cents a gallon. 
The main reason put forth for this increase, that automo- 
bile owners ought to be made to pay 1n proportion to te 
ise they make of the roads, and that this can be aceomp- 
lished only by an assessment against gasoline. 

However, in Texas, one-fourth of the revenue 
yielded by this tax would be used in support o! the 
schools, and only three-fourths of it in the building and 
maintainence of highways.

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Alexander Peers 
Passes Away 


Funeral services were held yester- 
day afternoon at 2:30 o’clock for 
|the late Alexander Peers who passed 


| away at his home here Monday

Mr. Peers was said to be the old-

esteem in which he was held by his 
fellow townsmen.

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TELEPHOTO TRANSMISSION 
METHODS EXPLAINED 


The purpose of the present test 
is to demonstrate the capabilities 
over transcontinental distances of a 
new system of electrically trsmitting 
pictures devised by the Bell Tele- 
phone engineers. Four cities are 
| connected together for the purposes 
of this test, the arrangements being 
} such that pictures will be sent from 
Washington, D. C., to New York, 
Chicago and San Francisco simul- 
taneously. The leneth of the tele- 
phone line between Washington and 
San Francisco New York is 
about 2600 the greatest dis- 
tance over which pictures have ever

been transmitted electrically and the 
transmission time is only seven min- 
| utes.

tures electrically publiely 
tested in essentially its present form 
in May, 1924. The present demon- 
stration is in anticipation of the 
transcontinental picture’ transmis- 
sion service shortly to be announced 
by the American Telephone 
Telegraph Company. 

The system is a development of 
the engineers of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company and 
the Bell Telephone Laboratories, In- 
corporated. It is the outcome of 
work covering several years and pro- 
vides a simple, rapid and accurate 
picture transmitting system which 
will operate over a telephone line. 
The apparatus represents the associ- 
ation of many recent inventions by

telephone engineers together with 
standard types of telephone and 
telegraph apparatus which have 


been readapted to this new use. 

The simplicity of the method is 
such that a _ positive transparency 
film is suitable for transmission. The 
apparatus is so designed as to trans- 
mit a picture five inches by seven in- 
ches in seven minutes. The picture 
is received in such form that, after 
photographic development of the us. 
ual sort, it is practically undisting- 
uishable from an ordinary photo- 
graph and is ready for newspaper or 
other reproduction. Line drawings, 
handwriting and printing ean also be 
transmitted. As films ean be used 
for transmissitn while still wet, this 
system eliminates the delay which 
would otherwise be caused by drying 
and by making special sending 
plates.
